Grayling City officials are 
seeking input from citizens and 
business owners to help guide 
the community’s future. 

Surveys are being sent out to 
about 800 city residents and 
business owners, who receive 
their water bills at addresses in 
the city, seeking input for an 
update of the city’s master plan. 

A master plan is a document 
that will be used to guide the 
city’s zoning and growth for the 
next five to 20 years. 

The city’s last master plan 
was done in 1997, 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said residents would be 
asked about how the town 
should look, what mix of busi- 
nesses they would like in the 
community, what types of busi- 
nesses they would like to attract 
to Grayling and where future 
growth should occur, 

City officials are hoping to 
have the surveys returned by 
Thursday, Sept. 20. 

A meeting to gather input for

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Officials tackle fire 
department mold issue

Three years after moving to 
the new Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department, officials are 
dealing with a moldy problem in 
the building. 

Grayling Township and City 
of Grayling officials are moving 
forward with a $25,734 remedia- 
tion plan to remove mold from 
the fire department and upgrade 
the air exchange system for the 
building. 

The Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department, which cost 
$849,939 to build, opened three 
years ago. 

Last fall, fire department offi- 
clals noticed mold growing on 
the walls in the department 
where the trucks are parked and 
equipment and gear are stored. 

Exposure to mold can cause 
nasal stuffiness, throat irritation, 
coughing or wheezing, eye irrita- 
tion, or, in some cases, skin irri- 
tations, according to the Center 
for Disease Control. People with 
mold allergies may have more 
severe reactions, including such 
condition as obstructive lung dis- 
ease, or may get serious infec- 
lions in their lungs when they are 
exposed to mold. 

“It’s definitely a health issue 
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where the trucks are parked - the 
walls are turning black,” said 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Chief Russ Strohpaul. 

Gaylord architect. —_- Brad 
Butcher, who designed the build- 
ing, has been working with the 
city officials to address the issue. 

Grayling City Manger David 
Thayer said that the heated 
floor, used in the area where fire 
trucks are stored, creates humid- 
ity in the bays from the water 
coming off the trucks after a fire 
run or when the trucks are 
washed. 

Thayer said chemists, who 
have come in to test the building, 
said an airborne agent used in a 
weed killer at the Grayling Army 
Air Field comes into the build- 
ing, creating the conditions for 
mold to grow. 

Thayer said the mold is a safe- 
ty issue due to the breathing 
apparatuses and turn out gear the 
fire fighters use, which are kept 
in the area where the mold is 
growing. 

“When the floor heat is on, it’s 
like a sauna in there, and it’s a 
very serious issue thal we've got 
to address,” Thayer said.

gets insist they won’t be bullied 
but will “do what’s right for the 
state.” 

Still, with a possible recall 
staring at them, human nature 
dictates that legislators will at 
least ponder what life would be 
like if they are kicked out of 
office. If recalled, members 
would lose at least one year of 
life as a legislator — or maybe 
three for senators — with loss of 
an $80,000 a year job, and the 
perks and importance and pres- 
lige in the neighborhood back 
home. 

Threat of recall may not deter- 
mine how any member finally 
will vote, but the possibility cer- 
tainly will be considered. 

There ts recent Michigan histo- 
ry on recalls. Budget woes dictat- 
ed the need for higher taxes in the 
early 1980s, when new Gov. 
James Blanchard pushed through 
an imcome tax increase. Two 
Democratic senators who voted 
for the tax hike were recalled and 
replaced by Republicans, thus 
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transferring control of the state 
senale to Republicans who have 
controlled the senate ever since. 

Mr. Drolet admits his group is 
“rattling sabers” with its recall 
efforts. “Our goal is to prevent 
taxpayers from being sucker 
punched when they’re already 
struggling,’ Mr. Drolet was quot- 
ed in a story in The Detroit News. 

In another story reported by 
Associated Press, he is quoted: “I 
will have the resources to put 
some heads on the wall. We will 
end the careers of some of those 
people who vote for a tax 
increase.”

THE RIGHT TO seek recall of 
elected officials 1s guaranteed by 
the Michigan constitution in its 
article on elections: 

“Laws shall be enacted to pro- 
vide for the recall of all elective 
officers except judges of courts 
of record upon petition of elec- 
tors equal in number to 25 per- 
cent of the number of persons 
voting in the last preceding elec- 
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tion for the office of governor in 
the electoral district of the officer 
sought to be recalled. The suffi- 
ciency of any statement of rea- 
sons or grounds procedurally 
required shall be a political rather 
than a judicial question.” (Article 
I], Sec. 8) 

The details are up to state law. 

Recall is a necessary citizens’ 
weapon against improper, illegal, 
or seriously questionable actions 
by a public official once elected. 
Recall should be based on the 
familiar legal questions of mis- 
feasance, malfeasance or nonfea- 
sance. 

Basing a recall drive on a sin- 
gle vote — either for or against 
any single issue, such as taxes ~ 
in my mind is a serious misuse of 
the legitimate power of recall. 

If citizens are dissatisfied with 
how an office holder performs his 
job, vote him/her out the next 
time around. 

We elect people to do a job. 
Keeping the state solvent is a job 
for legislators. Providing ade- 
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quate services to the public and 
raising enough money to pay for 
public services is the proper job 
for lawmakers. 

If we disagree with how they 
decide to do this job, then replace 
them in an election. 

If they are stealing public 
money, or breaking laws, or fail- 
ing to do their job, or misusing 
the power of public office for 
personal or crony benefit, then go 
for recall. 

But if we simply disagree with 
their decisions, which have been 
pursued in a legitimate manner, 
recall is not the proper answer. It 
may be legal, but it’s not right. 

It’s an abuse of citizen power, 
and a disservice to the people of 
Michigan.

Romans 6:1-7 have proven 
conelusively that believers are 
dead to sin by our union with 
Jesus Christ, We are united by 
baptism: of the Holy Spirit into 
Jesus Christ, buried with Him, 
planted with Him, and crucified 
with Him. Now in Romans 6:8- 
10 we are reminded not only of 
the victory we share in Christ 
aver death, but also the assur- 
ance of eternal life we possess 
in Him. 

Romans 6:8 teaches us that 
Christ has liberated us from 
death’s finality, that death is 
plainly deteated. “SNow if we 
be dead with Christ. we believe 
that we shall also live with him.” 
Because our union with Jesus 
Christ has assured us of the 
finality of death, it has also 
assured us of Jife through His 
resurrecuion, As Jesus said in 
John 14:19: Because | 
live, ye shall live alsoo “Htis a 
faithful saying: For if we be 
dead with him, we shall also live 
with him.” (2 Tim 2:1). "3For 
ye are dead, and your life is hid 
with Christ in God.” (Col 3:3). 
This is why God saved us: “9In 
this was manifested the love of 
God toward us, because that 
God sent his only begotten Son 
into the world, that we might 


live through him. [OFerein: ts 
Jove. not that we loved God, but 
that he loved us, and sent his 
Son to be the propitiation for 
our sins.” Cf John 4:9, 10), 

Romans 6:9 teaches us that 
Christ's resurrection life has not 
only liberated us from death’s 
finality, but also from death's 
fear, Death is powerfully 
defeated: “9YKnowing that Christ 
being raised from the dead dicth 
no more; death hath no more 
dominion over him.” As Heb 
QS says: 14borasmuch 
then as the children are partak- 
ers of flesh and blood, he also 
himself likewise look parla the 
same, that through death he 
might destroy him that had the 
power of death, that is. the 
devil” As our Lord said in 
Rev 1:18: “bam he that liveth, 
dnd was dead: and. behold, | am 
alive for evermore, Ameny and 
have the keys of hell and. of 
death.”

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OMH receives grant 
towards Oncology and 
Infusion Therapy Clinic 


“Otsego = Memorial Hospital 
(OMA) received a $15,000 grant 
from the Rollin M. Gerstacker 
Foundation. The grant is to help 
assist in funding the $350,000 ren- 
ovation project for the Oncology 
and Infusion Therapy Clinic at 
OMH. 

. OMH has seen a significant 
increase in Oncology and Infusion 
Therapy Services in the past two 
years. For instance, in 2005 OMH 
served 473 patients — for 
Chemotherapy treatments and this 
number rose to 728 in 2006. 
Currently, the clinic is tocated 
within the Professional Medical 
Building attached to OMH, but is 
constrained by a limited amount of 
space.

Locally, Shriver said that 
Lodge members will take part 
in the initiative to help maintain 
and enhance the Paul Bunyan 
Boy Scout Camp in Rose City 
and the Rotary Boy Scout 
Camp in Clare. 

“They provide the supplies, 
and we will go at it, so they 
don’t have to pay anyone,” he 
said, 

He is also working with 
members from an Ottawa 
Indian tribe from Minnesota, 
who will teach dances per- 
formed at lodge ceremonies to 
make sure they are done accu- 
rately. 

“We want to make sure that 
we are not offending anyone, 
because our heritage is closely 
tied with Native American tra- 
ditions,” Shriver said. 

On a broader scale, Shriver 
hopes to send a larger group of 
lodge members to ArrowCorp 
5, an initiative done in conjunc- 
tion with the U.S. Forest 
Service. Order of the Arrow 
members from across the coun- 
ty will travel to national parks 
in Missouri, Utah, Virginia, 
California and Wyoming over 
five weekends for work proj- 


ects to maintain and enhance 
the parks. 

“One of my goals is to have 
one of the largest contingencies 
and to send the most people to 
it,” Shriver said. 

Storm Shriver, a Grayling 
high school senior, has been 
involved with Scouts since he 
was in the first grade. He has 
achieved the rank of “Life” 
with Boy Scout Troop #995 of 
Grayling, which is chartered by 
Air Way Automation. 

Jim Pickell, the scout master 
for Boy Scout Troop #995, has 
been Shriver’s Scout leader for 
his entire career with the organ- 
ization. 

Pickell said Shriver's selec- 
tion as Lodge Chief will be a 
big boost for the Grayling 
Scouting community. 

“It’s pretty exciting, and it 
will give him an opportunity to 
lead a bunch of people and rep- 
resent Grayling with his trav- 
els,’ Pickell said. “He'll put 
Grayling on the board.” 

Shriver plans to receive the 
rank of Eagle by the end of the 
year. He helped spruce up the 
grounds at the Crawford 
County Community Christian 


Help Center for his Eagle Scout 
project. 

Dave Shriver is the charter 
organization representative and 
troop committee member for 
Boy Scout Troop #995. 

“it’s a great honor for Storm
